An  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  which  was  almost  entirely 
confined  to  children  in  the  younger  -age  groups.  Most  of  the 
cases  were  mild,  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

There  were  also  a  number  of  cases  of  './hooping  Cough. 

Asian  type  Influenza  reached  the  Town  in  the  Autumn.  It 
affected  people  of  all  ages,  but  fortunately  the  disease  was  not 
unduly  severe.  It  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  inconvenience 
by  the  way  it  suddenly  struck  down  large  numbers  of  people, 
often  going  though  families,  but  most  people  made  a  good  recovery 
and  there  were  no  deaths. 

HOUSING. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Slum  Clearance  programme, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  easement  of  financial  restrictions 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  will  enable  this  most  important 
part  of  the  work  of  a  Health  Department  to  proceed  more  speedily. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


There  has  been  a  pronounced  fall  in  the  Standardised  Birth 
Rate  (from  15*36  in  1956  to  11.99  in  1957),  and  our  figure  is 
now  well  below  that  for  Englandand  Wales,  w; ich  is  16,1. 

We  may  perhaps  console  ourselves  with  the  new s  that  the 
Stowmarket  Standardised  Death  Rate,  9.46,  is  also  below  the 
National  figure,  11.

April,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Consulting  Engineers 
reported  that  the  work  was  proceeding  accor  'ing  to  schedule. 

The  laying  of  sewers  in  Needham  Road  and  Bridge 
Street  and  of  a  relief  sewer  in  Crown  Street  was  completed.

Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Resort  for  the  year  1997,  and 
in  doing  so  would  first  express  thanks  to  all  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  support.  I  also 
acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  helpful  co-operation  of 
Doctor  K.  M.  Harding,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  of  all 
Officers  and  Staff  of  the  Council,  and  I  particularly  record 
the  conscientious  service  rendered  by  Mr.  K.  Whiteley,  the 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  help  of  Doctor 
P.  H.  Martin  and  his  Staff  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Ipswich,  in  connection  with  Pood  samples  and  obscure  conditions 
in  meat  found  at  the  Slaughterhouses  is  also  acknowledged  with 
thanks . 

In  reviewing  the  year's  work  one  feels  some  disappointment 
that  more  obvious  progress  has  not  been  made  in  various 
directions,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  Public  Health  work  does  not 
normally  produce  immediately  obvious  and  spectacular  results, 
and  progress  can  only  be  measured  over  a  period  of  years.  Much 
of  the  work  is  accomplished  by  persuasion  and  informal  action, 
and  only  a  small  proportion  of  it  ever  reaches  the  direct 
notice  of  the  Council. 

The  normal  routine  work  has  been  carried  out,  and  is 
summarised  under  the  respective  headings. 

Particular  attention  was  again  devoted  to  Meat  and  Pood 
Inspection,  Pood  Hygiene,  and  Housing. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Meat  Inspection  took  up  much  of  the  time  of  the  Additional 
Inspector,  and  of  20,737  animals  killed,  all  but  21  Sheep  and 
Lambs  and  47  Pigs  were  inspected,  representing  an  inspection 
rate  of  over  99.9 $>.  This  result  was  only  achieved  by  one  or 
other  of  us  working  more  than  half  the  evenings,  most  Bank 
Holidays,  and  every  Saturday  and  Sunday  throughout  the  year. 

This  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  unreasonable  encroachment 

on  what  should  be  an  Officer's  free  time,  and  the  more _ so  as  nearly 

nine-tenths  of  the  meat  inspected  was  for  consumption  in 

other  Districts,  but  it  is  a  moral  duty  and  has  to  be 

accepted  as  such  until  slaughtering  hours  are  regulated  by 

law  if  the  public  are  to  be  protected  from  diseased  and 

unsound  meat.

Reference  has  "been  made  in  previous  Reports  to  the 
heavy  burden  placed  on  Local  Authorities  in  '/hose  district 
much  of  the  moat  inspected  was  for  consumption  in  other 
districts,  and  this  year  the  Government  adopted  a  scheme 
whereby  grants  became  available,  beginning  to  operate  in 
respect  of  expenditure  in  the  financial  year  1956  -  57,  to 
assist  such  Local  Authorities.  The  scheme  is  briefly, 
as  follows s-  A  unit  value  is  put  on  the  various  animals 
inspected,  Cattle  being  worth  10  units,  Calves  and  Pigs  3 
units,  and  Sheep  2  units.  A  standard  figure  .of  consumption 
throughout  England  and  Wales  of  1.5  units  per  head  of 
population  has  been  calculated,  and  a  standard  figure  of  2d. 
per  inspection  unit  adopted,  and  50$  paid  on  all  "export" 
units.  The  amount  received  was  £268.  18s.  2d.,  and  whilst 

this  by  no  means  met  the  full  cost  it  was  nevertheless  a 
useful  contribution. 

POOD  HYGIENE. 

Matters  of  Pood  Hygiene  received  close  attention,  and 
frequent  visits  were  paid  to  the  various  food  premises. 

Traders  have  been  co-operative,  and  many  improvements  both 
in  premises  and  in  processing  and  handling  methods  have  been 
effected.  A  number  of  samples  of  brawn,  sausage  meat,  meat 
pies,  etc.,  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  while  none 
revealed  the  presence  of  Salmonella  or  other  food  poisoning 
organisms,  hi  h  colony  counts  were  reported  in  some,  and  in 
these  cases  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  discuss  methods  etc. , 
with  Management  and  Employees  and  to  again  emphasise  the 
importance  of  hygienic  practices  throughout  all  processes. 

Talks  were  given  to  a  number  of  Women’s  Meetings. 

HOUSING. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  appeared  that  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  had  at  last  got  under  way.  Live 
Clearance  Areas  had  been  declared  and  Clearance  Orders  made 
in  December,  1956,  and  after  publication  and  service  of  the 
necessary  notices  they  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation. 

No  objection  was  made  in  respect  of  No.  2  Order  (Nos.  88  - 
92,  Union  Street),  and  the  Order  was  confirmed  on  19th  June, 
1957. 


Objections  were  lodged  in  respect  of  No.  1  Order 
(Nos.  1  -  11,  Regent  Street  and  Nos.  61  and  63  Union  Street); 

No.  3  Order  (Nos.  3-7  Union  Street);  No.  4  Order  (Nos.  15 
and  17  Needham  Road);  and  No.  5  Order  (Nos.  77  and  79  Bridge 
Street),  and  these  were  heard  at  a  Local  Enquiry  held  on  the 
18th  June. 

No.  1  Order,  to  which  there  was  only  minor  objection, was 
confirmed  on  11th  September,  1957. 

No.  3  Order  was  not  confirmed,  the  Minister  contending 
that  as  the  three  houses  were  now  occupied  as  one,  action  should 
have  been  taken  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and 
not  under  Section  25.  This  decision  was  questioned  by  the 
Council,  who  contended  that  although  now  occupied  as  one 
dwelling  the  property  was  originally  three  houses  and  they  had 
never  been  properly  adapted  for  use  as  one.  The  Council 
acknowledged  that  action  could  have  been  taken  under  Section  11, 

2. 
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but  suggested  that  under  the  circumstances  action  under 
Section  25  was  not  inappropriate,  and  they  decided  to  ask 
the  Minister  to  reconsider  it.  No  decision  had  been 
received  on  this  from  the  Minister  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 


The  Owners  of  the  properties  covered  by  Nos.  4  and  5 
Orders  stated  at  the  hnquiry  that  they  were  prepared  to 
submit  proposals  for  rendering  the  houses  fit  for  human 
habitation,  and  accordingly  on  14th  August,  the  Minister 
notified  that  his  decision  would  be  deferred  for  three 
months  to  enable  them  to  do  so.  No  proposals  were  submitted 
in  respect  of  No.  4  Order,  but  proposals  acceptable  to  the 
Council  were  submitted  in  respect  of  No.  5  Order,  and  the 
Minister  was  notified  accordingly.  The  Minister’s  decision 
on  both  these  Orders  was  awaited  at  the  close  of  the  year.

all  of  which  had  been  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  unfortunately,  owing  to  the  financial 
restrictions  imposed  on  the  Country,  the  Council  decided 
at  their  November  meeting  that  they  would  not  be  justified, 
at  the  present  time,  in  proceeding  with  any  more  Slum 
Clearance  projects,  and  that,  for  the  time"  being,  they 
discontinue  such  Programme.  This  decision,  though  almost 
inevitable  under  the  circumstances,  is  to  be  regretted,  as 
the  Owners  of  these  and  other  similar  houses  are  understandably 
not  prepared,  nor  can  they  reasonably  be  required,  to  spend 
money  on  repairs,  knowing  that  representations  have  been 
made  or  are  likely  to  be  made,  and  the  properties  are  still 
further  det eriorating.
